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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1. A method comprising: 

generating source code corresponding to a block diagram 
model; and 

generating hypertext links associating elements of the 
generated source code with elements of the block diagram 
model . 

2. The method of claim 1 further comprising: 
displaying the source code and hypertext links on a 

display; 

receiving input from a user representing the selection of 
one of the hypertext links; and 

displaying to the user at least a portion of the block 
diagram model including an element of the model associated 
with the hypertext link. 

3. The method of claim 2, wherein displaying to the user at 
least a portion of the block diagram model comprises 
displaying the associated element in a highlighted fashion. 

4. The method of claim 1, wherein at least one of the 
associated elements in the generated source code is a 
commented reference to a block in the block diagram model. 
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1 5. The method of claim 1, wherein at least one of the 

2 associated elements in the generated source code is a variable 

3 reference in an operative code section. 



1 6. The method of claim 1 wherein the hypertext link is 

2 Standard Generalized Markup Language (SGML) .

26. The processor and memory of claim 23 wherein the 
processor and the memory are incorporated into a single board 
computer.
